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Prince Benson of Doonholm 


Comes to New Home at Wickwire Farms, Earleville, Md. 


The Journal is happy to be able to pre- 
sent a full tabulation of the pedigree of the 
great breeding and show bull Prince Ben- 
son of Doonholm recently purchased from 
Col. Kennedy’s famous herd for import to 
America by one of the newer breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle—Mr. George R. Bai- 
ley, of Wickwire Farms, Earleville, Mary- 
land. Mr. Bailey and his many friends hope 
that the Prince will prove a splendid addi- 
tion to the cattle on this continent. Jour- 
nal readers will no doubt appreciate a few 
intimate references to the animals in this 
importation, hence the brief synopsis cover- 
ing the breeding and show yard perform- 
ances of the animals and their immediate 
ancestors. Only good should come from the 
matings that will follow this importation. 

Behest Maid of Ballindalloch is sired by 
the great producing stock bull Romulum of 
Ballindalloch, who is by Evolensign of Bal- 
lindalloch and whose dam is by Junior Eric, 
father of Evilesco and grandfather of Jor- 
um. The dam of Behest Maid is Behestful 
Maid of Ballindalloch who is by Evilesco of 
Pallindalloch. This Behestful Maid is full 
sister of the great bull Boxer of Ballindal- 
loch, who sold for 2000 guineas; also dam 
of the stock bull Behemoth of Ballindalloch, 


who was first prize January bull and one 
of the reserve group at Perth in 1928; and 
also dam of Bellerophon of Ballindalloch, 
second prize February bull at Perth in 1930, 
and now stock bull at Dalmeny, the Earl of 
Rosebery’s herd—in fact the Behest Maid 
heifer is full sister to this bull Bellerophon 
of Ballindalloch. Behest Maid is in calf to 
Elstar of Ballindalloch, who was first prize 
April bull at Perth in 1933. 

Kiaoran of Ballindalloch is by Romulum 
of Ballindalloch, and her dam, by Jorum, is 
out of a cow by Elorus of Ballindalloch, the 
grandsire of Romulum. Kiaoran is in calf 
to Primus of Ballindalloch, who has Evil- 
esco of Ballindalloch as grandsire on one 
side and great grandsire on the other. The 
grandam of this bull on the female side is 
Behestful Maid of Ballindalloch, mother of 
Behest Maid. 

Evetta of Ballindalloch is also by Romu- 
lum, and her dam is by Junior Eric, so that 
Junior Eric is grandsire on one side and 
great grandsire on the other. Evetta is in 
calf to Elstar of Ballindalloch. 

The fourth heifer, Elspeth of Doonholm, 
comes from Col. Kennedy’s great herd. Her 
dam Elfreda of Doonholm was_ never 
shown; but her grandam Elfleda won her 


class as a two year old at the Royal Show 
in 1916. Her great grandam Ellen Terry 
won the two year old class at the Royal and 
Highland Shows of 1908, and at the latter 
show was reserve female champion to her 
herd companion Euroto. Mohawk of Doon- 
holm, the sire of Elspeth, was by the Perth 
champion of 1926, Bensign of Ballindalloch, 
and out of the great cow Madiera of Doon- 
holm, first prize cow and winner of the Bal- 
lindalloch cup at the Highland Show in 
1930, and champion of the breed at the 
Royal Show, Manchester 1930. Elspeth is 
in calf to Koko of Dunira, first this year at 
the Glasgow Highland Show, and winner 
there of the Ballindalloch and the Estan- 
guet cups. 

This importation is headed by the great 
tried sire Prince Benson of Doonholm. 
Apart from being a success as a breeder 
in the Doonholm herd, Prince Benson has 
been a great show animal. He was a mem- 
ber of the winning group at the Highland 
show in 1930, when only one year old. As 
a two-year-old, he won second prize at the 
Great Yorkshire show, competing with bulls 
of all ages. As a three-year-old, he won 
first in his class and the male championship

Springfield, drew a splendid day 
on Monday, November 12th, when he dis- 
posed at public auction of 86 head of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, ranging In ages from 
cuckling calves to aged bulls at the satis- 
factory average of $80.86. For the most 
part the calves were taken from their dams 
and sold as single lots. Had the calves been 
grouped with the cows as 1s general custom 
the average would have almost doubled in 
amount. . 

"Cols. Kraschel and Cooper alternated in 
the box and did a very satisfactory job of 
it. The weather was so nice that folks were 
fairly comfortable in the big tent even 
though one whole side was dropped for the 
purpose of improving the light. The sale 
started promptly on time and finished earl- 
ier because of the active bidding, than had 
been anticipated. For the most part the 
cattle were thin, most of the cows having 
suckled calves that had just been taken 
from them. The fact that they were ex- 
cellent producers as evidenced by the calves 
put through the ring made buyers anxious 
to own them regardless of condition. As is 
usual the men at the ringside had all the 
advantage over those who sent bids for 
they were right on hand to take advantage 
of the bargains. And, bargains there were 
a plenty. 

The high spot of the sale was reached 
when Col. Bradshaw, of Smithshire, Illinois, 
secured the four months old bull calf from 
Blackeap McHenry T. 2d 453469 at $235.00. 
This was a decidedly promising youngster 
and if anything was the outstanding bull 
bargain. 

Competion was pretty hot when Milo 
Sheats, of Aledo, succeeded in purchasing 
Elbina 14th 444645, a beautiful cow of the 
Elandina branch of Elba Ericas by Eileen- 
mere 6th, at $185.00. If ever there was a 
cow bargain this was it. A. A. Armstrong 
& Sons, of Tuscola, crowded this top price 
for females when they took Pride of Rose- 
mere 161st 414922 by Blackmere 16th home 
with them at $165.00. 

The big tent was well filled with men 
from several states who displayed increased 
confidence in the Aberdeen-Angus breed. It 
seemed that a larger percentage than usual 
of the men on the seats proved to be bid- 
ders. Conditions of course seriously hand- 
icapped their better judgment as to future 
outcome and thus had much to do with 
holding the price levels down. 

The Tolans are full of confidence and 
made the statement that they believed they 
had ample feed to carry on the remainder 
of their herd successfully. They declared 
that the Aberdeen-Angus cattle had been 
their salvation through this drouth period 
and that they would expand their breeding 
operations at the first opportunity. ‘They, 
as well as most of the crowd of visitors, 
realize fully what is in store for those who 
are situated so they can carry on and e>.- 
pand their breeding cattle of quality.

Chicago Tribune Experimental Farm is Their Destination

nN pease from this mornings 
Chicago Lribune (Nov. 19th) tell- 
ing of the sale we made to them 
of ten heifers and five steers which 
I thought would be of interest to 
you. ‘the article suggests the heif- 
ers and steers were born this year 
but they were born in 1933. ‘This 
is a 1300 acre farm owned by the 
Chicago Tribune on which they do 
experimenting in feeding, breeding 
of both live stock and crops and 
their articles have a tremendous 
following and the farm has many 
visitors.—B. E. Seeley.] 


Fifteen pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
have just arrived at The Tribune Experi- 
mental farm near Yorkville to be used in 
the new breeding and feeding tests. Ten 
of the animals are heifers to be mated with 
the farm’s new snow white pure bred Short- 
horn bull, Silver Victor R., in an attempt 
to produce superior blue gray beef cattle. 
The other five of the new Aberdeen-An- 
gus herd are steers from pure bred sires 
and dams. 

The fifteen animals were bought from B. 
E. Seeley, Springdale Stock farm, Mount 
Pleasant, Iowa. Both the steers and the 
heifers, all registered when they were 
calves, are from the most famous families 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in this country. 
They were all sired by Benedict of Wood- 
cote 4th 410829 and Eno Elba 403593. In 
1930 Benedict of Woodcote 4th was winner 
of first prize at the International Live 
Stock exposition in Chicago. He won dur- 
ing the same year the first awards at the 
American Royal Live Stock Show at Kan- 
sas, at the Illinois State fair, and at the 
Wisconsin State fair. 

“His sire, imported Elcho of Harviestoun, 
was a champion and a champion sire and 
nearly all of his ancestors are champions,” 
said Mr. Seeley. “His dam was a great 
cow, coming from the Blackcaps, the most 
aristocratic Aberdeen-Angus family in 
America. She has been the dam of many 
show ring winners. The blood lines of 
Benedict of Woodcote 4th have not been 
surpassed, if ever equaled. 

“Eno Elba is a line bred 
Elba Erica and has as a 
grandsire the king of all 
sires, Earl Marshall, who has 


sired more champions than 
any other bull of the Aber- 


deen-Angus breed. His dam 
traces back to the great bull 
Earlwood and in her pedi- 
gree are found some of the 
best cows of this popular 
family. 

Mr. Seeley said that the

the Blackcap, Erica, and Blackbird families. 
‘The ten heifers, born last May at Spring- 
dale Stock farm, weigh an average of 803 
pounds each. They have been tested and 
are free from tuberculosis and abortion dis- 
ease producing germs. 

The five steers, born at the Springdale 
farm last September and October, average 
674 pounds each and cost at the farm 8 
cents a pound. They will soon be placed 
on a feeding test at The Tribune farm with 
steers of other breeds. The trucking cost 
of the steers, as well as the heifers, aver- 
aged 53.67 a head. Records are being kept 
ot all the costs of the steers to be used 
in the feeding experiment so that when the 
animals are sold next year an accruate com- 
parison can be made of the net profits pro- 
duced by feeders of different breeds. 

The fifteen Aberdeen-Angus animals are 
being kept in the newly remodeled cattle 
barn at the farm where they are bedded 
down in a foot of shredded corn stalks and 
are carefully fed and cared for while they 
are becoming accustomed to their new 
home. 

Clarence Thurow is out searching the 
middlewest for five Shorthorn steers from 
pure bred sires and dams. They also will 
be used in the feeding test for different 
breeds. Mr. Thurow will continue his cattle 
buying tour until all the animals to be used 
in the new breeding and feeding experi- 
ments have been acquired.

months the cattle shipped into the Con 
Pelt in October included a relatively larg: 
proportion of light weight steers and calves. 
for the 4 leading markets for which re- 
ords are available total shipments in Octo- 


ber were 69 per cent as large as in Octo 
ber 1933, but the number of steers over 
1,000 pounds was only about 20 per cent as 
large and of 900 to 1,000 pounds only 3 
per cent as large as in October last year. 
Reports from the Western States indicate 
that the number of cattle fed in_ those 
States this winter will be considerably 
smaller than a year earlier, the reductions 
being especially large in areas where the 
sugar beet crop this year was small. Fin 
ishing of cattle at cottonseed mills in Texas 
and Oklahoma is expected to be on a much 
reduced scale this winter from last.

“There is no substitute for quality,” says 
Ww. Alan McGregor, manager of Andelot 

tock Farms, Inc., at Worton, Maryland, 
and to prove his statement he gives the 
facts regarding a recent shipment of cattle 
from his state to New York. 

This shipment was made up of Aberdeen- 
Angus steers from the Wickwire Farm fecd 
lots of George K. Bailey, of Earlville, Mary- 
land. They reached the market about the 
middle of July, weighing an average of 950 
pounds, and brought $10.25 per cwt. net to 
Mr. Bailey. They dressed 61 per cent and 
graded choice.

Opportunities for Farm Boys. 

The Short Course which is offered begin- 
ning January 2d and continues to March 
20th by Iowa State College is of real value 
to farm boys. This course is known as the 
Herdsman’s Course because it was started 
when the demand for young men to work 
with pure bred herds, studs and flocks was 
great. However, the course is not designed 
solely to fit herdsmen but to give farm 
boys a wider and more definite knowledge 
concerning feeds and feeding requirements 
of the different classes of live stock. It 
teaches them how to select the proper in- 
dividuals of various breeds. This course al- 
so embraces courses in live stock breeding, 
herd management and veterinary work sup- 
ported by courses in soils, farm crops, agri- 
cultural engineering, agricultural economics 
and journalism. 

This course should appeal especially to 
farm boys who have not foun] it possible 
for economical reasons to attend college 
this year. 

This course has helped hundreds of farm 
boys throughout Iowa and otker states. 
Many of them have secured jobs on good 
farms. Boys specializing in dairy cattle 
have found employment as cow testers and 
with dairy herds. However, the highest 
per cent have returned to the home farm 
with a much clearer and more definite plan 
in mind supported by useful knowledge 
gathered from the various departments of 
agriculture.

ed steer which was a grade Hereford. 

While this work is still in its infancy 
here in this state, we are indeed glad that 
our first efforts along this line met with 
such success and we now know what can 
be done when we make an honest effort. 
We feel very much encouraged that the 
consuming public here in this Empire Stave 
quickly grab up these good young steers at 
this price and we feel sure that they will 
create a demand for more. Incidentally we 
hope that it will furnish a good outlet for 
our best Aberdeen-Angus calves here in 
this state, because the boys and girls are 
commencing to realize what can be done 
with our good young calves of this breed.

I think that the prices received speak for 
themselves and supply answer to the criti- 
cism of many of our eastern cattlemen, to- 
wit, that no such sale could possibly be 
made a success here in the staid old Em- 
pire State. When you remember that we 
received nothing higher than forty cents 
per pound for the grand champion steer 
and the reserve went for thirty-five cents 
per pound, and that we were able to get 
such a price for all steers entered, good, 
bad and indifferent, I think that you will 
see exactly what this has meant to the beef 
industry in this state. Just now I am not 
concerned in the relative prices received 
for the two breeds, although I note that a 
recent article in the American Hereford 
Journal does point to the fact that a man 
Is evidently drawing rather wide corclu- 
sions In one county of this state, when this 
county only supplied four Aberdeen-Angus 
to this sale. I do, however, call your at- 
tention to the fact that though we received 
only forty cents per pound live weight for 
the grand champion steer, and though the 
reserve champion steer sold for thirty-five 
cents per pound, yet we were able to reach 


this grand average without anything phe- 
nominal in the line of price. Almost no 
calves at all sold for less than eleven cents, 
and I have just received word from one of 
the club agents in this state that every 
boy in his county made money and some of 
them made considerable. 

3y the way, there might be a suggestion 
to some of our club agents as to just how 
to terminate this type of project in a coun- 
ty. The club agent in one county received 
sufficient from one of the club steers tu 
hold a steak roast on what he called “Live 
Stock Day”. I am not acquainted of course 
with the type of celebration which the 
dairymen were able to put on, but I do know 
that a piece of good steak from one of these 
calves would make a great appeal to a 
bunch of hungry boys and girls on a fall eve- 
ning. It certainly gave all the club agents 
something to really think about and I am 
told already that they intend to enlarge 
their club to double its size in 1935.

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What’s Doing in Montana. 


There is in Montana an institution that- 


has and is now doing a wonderful piece of 
work in the promotion of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed in the Northwest where the Bon- 
nie Blacks are able to give a most excel- 
lent account of themselves under any and 
all weather and forage conditions. The 
Journal refers to Airyland Stock Ranch 
near Lewistown, out where the West really 
begins.
